DETAILED ACTION 
Sped ficati on 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities: there is no heading for each section of the 
specification. Applicant is requested to insert headings in the 
appropriate sections of the specification. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the 
abstract includes two paragraphs. Correction is required. See 
MPEP § 608.01 (b) . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-5, 7-12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Kenjo et al {US Patent No. 6,086,231). 

Kenjo et al discloses a light producing device comprising a 
light source (Fig. 4, 44) , a reflector (42) reflecting the light 
rays emitted by the light source towards a lens (46) comprising 
a peripheral flange and being held by a support (45) , where the 
support comprising an annular surface limited at its external 
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peripheral by a cylindrical rim (53) , wherein the cylindrical 
rim is deformed in the direction of the annular surface (Fig. 7, 
A) in order to envelop toe peripheral flange of the lens and 
hold it in place without requiring an additional component (see 
Fig. 7) and the deformation of the cylindrical rim being 
performed by applying on this rim a force parallel to the 
optical axis of the lighting. The support is made form a 
viscoelastic material, plastic (see column 6, lines 45-54) . The 
deformation of the cylindrical rim is performed at at least 
three points on this rim (52b) . The method of producing 
lighting device such as, deforming, is met by the disclosure of 
the prior art . ' 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 6 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Kenjo et al . 
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Kenjo et al discloses the claimed invention as set forth 
above except the force applied on the cylindrical rim is between 
100 dN and 3000 dN. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to find the value, since it has been 
held that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed 
in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable ranges 
involves only routine skill in the art. In re Aller, 105 USPQ 
233.
